a' e is tilled with distinguished guests, 
the scone is m ore one of a weighty in­ 
ternational conference than th at of a 
gathering of m errym akers.

T he 
superstitious are 
p r e ­ 
dicting the fall of the fortress on the 
day of the baptism of the czarevitch, 
but this easily is traceable to the fact, 
that several big R ussian reverses have 
occurred on Russian fete days.

Stoessel

from Port Ar­ 
thur on the night of Aug. 22, by way
